The United States today pro- 
Posed that “communications 
centres” be sét up around the 
globe to elft reports about the 
foreign troop movtments of 
countries belonging to a world 
dlsarmament pact. 

Mr Harold Stassen made the 
proposal to his British, French, 
Canadian and Russlan colleagues 
in the United Nations Disarma- 
ment Sub-Committce. : - 

Conference sources sald Mr 
Stasscn urged that all nations 
should give advance notice of 
the movanents of alr, land and 
sea forees outside their territories 
to “cominunications centres” set 
up by a disarmament control 
organisation. 

‘This would help prévent sur-

A suck:ng reflex Js present lo 
all infants, They get their first 
nourishment by sucking. For 
many children, it is also a 
source of pleasure since it helps 
them to relax, 


This urge to suck is usually 
satisfied with the thumb. By the 
tlme a baby reaches the age of 
three months, his co-ordination

a purposeful act. 


If thumb-sucking becomes a 
habit, as it frequently docs, It 
sometimes continues for several 
years.

FALSE IDENTITIES 


These brokers get as much as 
US$3,700 for faked American 
citizenship documents, collecting 
US$500 ot the time, the re- 
mainder when the fruudulent 
“citizen reaches the United 
States, 

The Hongkong brokers receive 
help from persons in the US, 
who create false identities for 
Chinese by counterfedting birth 
certificates and other documents, 
the Department said. 

These identities are then 
matched with allen appifcants in 
Hongkong.
